In his opinion such organizations 
only will win the war and they 
will better prepare the people for 
profiting and enjoying the many 
lessons of the wsr. 
Judge Wells is 
chairm an 
of 
the 
S p eak ers’ Bureau of the W ar Savings 
S tam p organization and has been ren­ 
dering valuable service. 
He is 
an I 
able speaker and his heart is in the 
work. 
He corrected the erroneous impres­ 
sion that the institution of the war 
saving plan was purely for ihe p u r­ 
pose of raising money for ihe Govern­ 
m e n t in the conduct of the war and 
developed the fact that it was insti­ 
tuted for the purpose of bringing the 
people into closer relationship and to 
cultivate the habit of saving. 
He complimented the county on its; 
w ealth of resources, fine homes,, and I 
the comforts her residents are today j 
enjoying. He drew the picture as of] 
one evening and the people awaken-! 
ing the following morning lo find th**! 
county devastated and laid waste 
bv 
the ruthless hand of the Huns, with 
the men driven away and the women 
oui raged and the children murdered. 
“Supposing that following such 
an 
act, we gathered 
in 
a 
community 
group to discuss what should be done 
— w h at 
proportion 
of 
our 
wealth 
would we give to fight the beast and 
his arm y of m urderers who laid waste 
o ur valuable country, outraged 
our 
women and murdered our children?” 
said the speaker. 
“Do you think we 
would stop at. five per cent, ten per 
cen t? 
Do you think we would stop 
short of giving our all? 
"You have been contributing to the 
Red Cross, the Y. M. C. A. and other 
organizations, you 
have 
purchased 
bonds, you have purchased W ar Sav­ 
ings Stam ps— but you haven’t started 
yet. 
People Must Save 
“The war savings plan 
wTas 
not 
started primarily to raise money, al­ 
though that is the ultim ate end, but 
to excite the people of America to 
saving for the war and for the future. 
W e have our Liberty Loan drives and 
we are through. 
Not so with the war 
savings— it is to be continuous. 
The 
G overnm ent wants money 
for 
only 
one purpose— to spend it. 
If the Gov­ 
ernm ent can conscript men, why not 
th e wealth of the country? 
It could 
conscript the wealth, but it would not 
add anything to the materials needed 
by the G overnment in its fight to free 
all the world. 
"In the Civil war. in the Spanish- 
American war, our Government wrent 
to o ther countries and gave its notes 
— bonds—and secured w'hat it needed. 
Now, we have no place 
to 
go— we 
m u s t produce at home. 
The men. the 
m aterials, m ust he contributed now— 
and they m ust come from America. 
Forty billion dollars 
is 
the 
best 
A m erica has ever produced, and this 
y e ar we must give $33,000,900,000 for 
th e war. 
To get it we must sacrifice. 
T h e boys must lie fed, they must he 
clothed—and those clothes must come 
from clothes we do not 
wear. 
We 
m ust profit by the experience of Eng­ 
land. 
The first year or two of tho 
w'ar over there, wages .went up and 
people who had been merely 
eking 
out a living 
suddenly 
found 
them ­ 
selves with plenty of money. 
They 
dream ed of silks, 
automobiles, 
and 
of comforts they have never had be­ 
fore—and th ey bought 
them 
while 
th e soldiers a t the front wore fighting 
th e battle of democracy with but two 
or three rounds 
of 
amm unition 
in 
th e ir belts, in some instances w’ere 
fighting the Huns with bare hands— 
and all the tim e the people at home 
w ere consum ing 
what 
they 
should 
hav e had, with ail 
industries 
run­ 
ning to capacity to provide for the 
people at home while 
they 
should 
have been engaged in producing for 
th e soldiers. 
England went over the 
top on every loan, the people respond­ 
ed handsom ely to these calls, and the 
people were applauded for their loyal­ 
ly. 
The drives were considered big 
successes at the 
time. 
Today 
they 
a re declared to have been failures— 
because the people did not save in the 
rig ht way. 
“ And what are we doing right here 
in th e United States? 
Our Govern­ 
m e n t needs aeroplanes—needs 
them 
badly over there for m aking observa­ 
tions of enemy 
movements, 
enemy 
concentrations—and -we can go out 
on our roads any 
Sunday 
and 
see 
thousands 
of 
aeroplanes 
speeding 
along our 
boulevards. 
The 
people 
who have been buying 
them, 
who 


have been riding In them, have been 
spending their 
money 
and 
buying 
things that the soldiers and th e Gov­ 
ernm ent need. 
Stamp Drive* Failure* 
‘‘Economic 
war 
savings—not 
in 
money only, but in 
everything 
that 
soldiers and the Government require 
that is what is wanted. 
We went 
over the top in Southern California, 
in Orange county, in our W ar Sav­ 
ings Stamp drives and thought 
we 
had 
made 
wonderful 
accomplish­ 
m ents—and now conies 
word 
from 
Washington that our campaigns were 
failures. 
And why? 
We had not or­ 
ganized W ar Savings societies. W ash­ 
ington demands that this country be 
organized into War Savings societies 
—down to precincts, or sm aller dis­ 
tricts, if deemed advisable 
by 
the 
sm aller communities. 
And the pur­ 
pose of the societies? 
It is to bring

Three Liberty Loans, and the Fourth 
From the San Bernardino Sun 
Only eighteen days after the United States declared 
a state of war with Germany, the first Liberty Loan was 
voted by congress, and on May 2 1917, it was announced. 
on May 11 the details were made public, and on the 
fifteenth the campaign began and closed one month 
later. 
The issue was for $2,0(10,000,000, the bonds bear­ 
ing three and one-half per cent interest, and running for 
fifteen to thirty years. 
The bond carried the conversion 
privilege, entitling the holder, if he chose, to convert 
them into bonds of a later issue bearing a higher rate 
of interest. 
Four and a half million subscribers from 
every section of the country, representing every condi­ 
tion, race, and class of citizens, subscribed for more than 
$3,OOO,(KH),OOO of the bonds. 
Only $2,000,000,000 
was 
allotted. 
The outstanding features of the first .Liberty Ixian 
were the promptness with which it was arranged and 
conducted, the patriotism of the newspapers, hanks, cor­ 
porations, organisations, and people generally in working 
for its success, and the heavy oversubscription of more 
than 50 per cent. Another notable feature was that there 
was no interruption to the business of the country occa­ 
sioned by the unprecedented demand upon its money 
resources. 
The 
second 
Liberty 
Loan 
campaign 
opened 
on 
October I, 1917, and closed on October 27. 
Tile bonds 
of this issue bear four per cent interest and run for ten to 
twenty-five years. 
They carry the conversion privilege. 
It was announced that fifty per cent of tile oversubscrip­ 
tion would he taken. 
Nine million subscribers to $4,617,- 
532,(KH) of the bonds, an oversubscription of fifty-four 
per cent. 
Only $3,808,766,150 of tile bonds was allotted. 
This campaign was marked with the sam e enthus­ 
iastic support of the public as its predecessor. 
The 
labor and fraternal organizations were especially active 
in this campaign, and the women of the country did 
efficient organized work which greatly contributed to 
the success of the loan. 
The men in the army and navy 
worked for and subscribed largely to the loan. 
The third Liberty Loan campaign opened on April 
ti. 1918, one year exactly after our entrance into the 
war, and closed on May 4. 
The bonds of this issue bear 
four and one-quarter per cent interest and run for ten 
years, are not subject to redemption prior to maturity, 
and carry no conversion privilege. 
The loan was an­ 
nounced for $3,000,000,000, hut the right was reserved to 
accept all additional subscriptions. 
Seventeen million 
subscribers subscribed for $4,170,019,650 of the bonds, 
all of which was allotted. 
A great feature of this loan was its very wide dis­ 
tribution among the people and throughout the Union, 
and the fact that the country districts promptly and 
heavily subscribed to the loan, in a great measure making 
up their quotas earlier than the cities. Secretary McAdoo 
pronounced this loan tile soundest of national financing. 
A little over a year ago there were som e 3 0 0 ,0 0 0 
United States bondholders; 
there are now som ewhere 
between 2 0 ,000,000 and 25,OOO,OOO. 
Awakened patriotism 
has made the American people a saving people, a bond- 
buying people. 
The effect of the Liberty Loans on the 
national character, on our national life, on the indi­ 
vidual citizen, and our home life is im measurable—of 
incalculable benefit. 
Not less incalculable is their effect 
on the destiny of the world as our ships plow the seas 
and our men and material in Europe heat hack the Hun. 
The fourth Liberty Loan campaign will begin Sat­ 
urday, September 28, and close October 19. 
No Amer­ 
ican doubts its success; no good American will fail to 
contribute to its success. 
The blood of our men fallen 
in Europe calls to us; our answer must be and will be 
worthy of them and our country.
